PITTSBURGH (AP)—President 
Philip Murray of the CIO united 
steelworkers today called on the 
industry to say “promptly 
and plainly” whether it is willing 
to accept the presidential board’s 
formula for settlement of contract 
differences, 

Murray asked the steel industry 
to meet with union representatives 
in a joint collective bargaining 
conference before the end of the 
strike truce expiring September 
25. 

No Comment 


There was no. immediate com- 
ment from U. S. Steel but a 
spokesman said the Murray mes- 
sage is being studied and a reply 
might be available later. 

The move came _ unexpectedly 
amid new strike rumblings. 

After pointing out that the USW 
had agreed to the proposals made 
presidential fact finding 
board for settlement of the pro- 
tracted contract dispute Murray’s 
wire said 

“IT now requst you promptly and 
plainly to advise me when your 
companies are willing to accept 
the recommendations of the steel 
industry board as a basis on which 
to conclude a prompt settlement 
of existing labor dispute between 
the union and these companies. 

“Upon receipt of your official 
reply, the respective representa- 
tives of the union and the com- 
panies can arrange promptly for 
a time and place of a joint collec-
